ment to clean house. A large section 
of the country and a vast majority 
of the people have not been involved 
in the fighting which followed the 
overthow of Huerta. Moreover, it has 
been reported to President Wilson 
and Secretary Lansing that only the 
fear of reprisals by the military chief- 
tains has kept the people in subjec- 
tion while the country has been im- 
poverished by the battles of relatively 
Small forces of armed men. 

Reaching their conclusion on these 
reports, the Pan-American conferees 
are understood to have determined 
to present the situation to all of the 
various elements in Mexico, address- 
ing directly not only Gens. Carranza. 
VMa and Zapata, but the Governors 
of States, all military leaders with 
anv considerable folfowings and other 
influential men, urging them to come 
together for a caucus, at which a sub- 
stantial provisional government might 
be framed. 

A government so set up would have 
the support of the United States and 
other American -republics. Officials 
here believe it would be able to sup- 
Press promptly any dissatisfied groups 
which might attempt to continue civil 
strife. It is hoped that none of the 
important conferences offer op- 
position to the plan, but if treuble 
does develop and action is necessary 
by the American powers, the con- 
ferees believe they would have the 
support and approval of the civilian 
population of Mexico in any step 
which might be taken to assure the 
restoration of peace. 

There has been talk of fofnt armed 
intervention by the powers represent- 
ed in the conference to quiet any 
leaders who insist upon remaining in 
the fleld with military forces.

BELIEVES PEACE 
EASY TO OBTAIN.

ROTTERDAM (via London) Aug. 
160, 3:19 a.m.—There is much talk in 
Holland of the possibility of opening 
a discussion between belligerents of 
peace terms. The Courant publishes 
today an article from an anonymous 
diplomatic source, urging that an im- 
mediate peace might be possible if not 
easy and recommended that the press 
of the neutral countries undertake the 
task of “mediation and reconciling 
and removing the errors.” 

The Dutch Anti-War League. at a 
meeting last week at The Hague 
adopted a resolution urging the Dutch 
government to call a conference of 
the neutral powers in the interest of 
peace, the conference to sit until the 
end of the war for the purpose of 
preparing for and introducing media- 
tion measures at the proper time. 
The article in the Courant, which 
has attracted wide attention in Hol- 
land, says in part:

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 9. — Con- 
demnation of the alleged intolerant 
attitude of the native-born American 
toward the alien featured the first ses- 
sions here today of the International 
Immigration Congress. 

Speakers characterized the United 
States immigration service as “the 
most autocratic power in the world;” 
apostrophized the Hebrew as “our 
greatest possitflity in future citizen 
building,”. and declared the alien 
mother to be an “uncrowned heroine” 
and the “crux of the whole immigra- 
tion problem.” 

Rabbi Martin *A. Meyer of San 
Francisco said in an address on 
“Hebrew Immigratlon:“ 

“Americans are too self-sufficient 
and contemptuous in their attitude 
toward foreigners. We don't take the 
trouble to understand people who are 
different from ourselves. 

“No immigrant is more Keenly alive 
to American ideals than the Jew. in 
politics they are democratic idealists. 
They are not stand-pat voters. You 
can never tell how New York's East 
Side is going to vote until after the 
ballots are counted.” 

Mrs. Kate Barrett of the immigra- 
tion service asserted that some meas- 
ures should be advanced to provide 
social organizations to which alien 
women would be welcome. The alien 
men, she contended, could find plenty 
of such organizations for men, but 
the women were ostracized. 

“The alien mother.“ she sald, “sup- 
plements our public school teaching 
of her children with training of her 
own. She gives the alien child his 
ideas of church and state. She is a 
molder of ‘future civilization. She 
should be provided for as such.” .

Union Ol Company. One of these is 
that the exportation of fuel oil to 
parts of the West Coast of South 
America is slowly increasing, and the 
other is that the exportation of re- 
fined products to Europe from this 
Coast is no longer profitable. 

The explanation given for the lat- 
ter condition is that the very great 
production of refinable oils available 
for shipment from the Atlantic and 
gulf seaboard interferes as well as 
the very high charters prevailing for 
transportation and the unusual risks 
and expenses incident to war condi- 
tions. 

With regard to the South American 
trade, it is stated that this cannot be 
expected to regain its normal volume 
until peace conditions once more pre- 
vail in Europe. This is owing chiefly 
to the great mining interests of for- 
eigners in Chile and elsewhere on the 
west coast, and the fact that large 
exports had been made of minerals 
to warring countries. Some of the 
mines in which Americans are inter- 
ested, such as the Guggenheim prop- 
erties, have resumed work on a large 
scale, however. 

The Union Ou report also states 
that the sales of both crude and re- 
fined ol] on the Pacific Coast are 
steadily increasing. Continued over- 

oduction in the various fields of 

alifornia and the stress of competi. 
tion incident to a lesser market 
would seem to indicate the mainte- 
nance of low prices for both fuel and 
refined products. 

“The Union Os sales for the first 
six months of 1915 show a decrease 
of approximately 10 per cent. from 
the first half of 1914, due to the les- 
sened amount of export fuel oll sales, 
chiefly to the west coast of South 
America. and due also to lower selling 
prices of fuel oll, which averaged 
about & cents per barrel less during 
the period named.” (The increase in 
South American trade referred to 
above, ig, of course, that which oc- 
curred following the falling off mei- 
dent upon the beginning of the Euro- 
pean war.) “Lower prices also ruled 
in all refined products, particularly in 
gasoline, but the volume of business 
in refined products shows a healthy 
and satisfactory increase. 

“Reduced selling prices have been 
offeet by better facilities, more effi- 
cient operation, and, to some extent. 
by reduced cost of oil purchased. Both 
erude off sales and crude oil pur- 
chases are customarily; made on con- 
tracts running for a nsiderable pe- 
riod, so that fluctuations in prices are 
more immediately felt in refined prod- 
ucts.”

Platinum Production. 


The placer miners of California and 
Oregon saved 570 ounces (troy) of 
crude platinum in 1914, as compared 
with 483 ounces in 1913, according to 
statistics collected for the United 
States Geological Survey by J. M. Hill. 
The greatest increase in production 
was in Oregon, which showed 4 gain 
of el -five ounces. 

— this crude platinum 5625 
ounces of metallic platinum was ex- 
tracted, valued at $23,625, figured at 
the average market price, $45 an 
ounce. The Goss gold-copper-plat- 
inum mine, near Goodsprings, Clark 
county, Nev., produced 110 ounces of 
platinum. 

Besides the platinum obtained from 
sands and platinum ore 2906 ounces 
of this metal was obtained from new 
material, of both domestic and for- 
eign origin, by smelters and refiners of 
gold and copper bullion and mattes. 

The secondary platinum industry 
handled 40,826 ounces of platinum, 
which was obtained from refining 
scrap metals and sweepings of the

FREEHOLDERS ON

CAN'T GET CHARTER READY FOR 
OCTOBER ELECTION, 80

After adopting a report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Service, the Board 
of Freeholders adjourned last night 
until September 13. Wednesday night 
the Board will attend a smoker to be 
given by the Chamber of Commerce 
and Friday afternoon will visit the 
— with the Harbor Commis- 

n. 

The adjournment was taken after 
the board decided it will be impos- 
sible to complete a draft of the pro- 
posed charter in time for legal revi- 
sion and criticism for the Special elec- 
tion of October 26, and in view of the 
fact that in case of adoption of the 
charter, there will be no opportu- 
nity to present it to the Legisiature 
until January, 1917. 

After debate the board adopted a 
Clause providing that the city may 
levy an assessment tax on vacant lots 
to pay expenses of the water depart- 
ment. Another provision accepted by 
the board is that extensions of street 
railway service may be ordered where 
no franchise exists, by permitting the 
city to grant a free franchise when no 
bids are received. The board also in- 
corporated a section in the charter 
that the city may provide by referen- 
dum ordinance for elevation or de- 
Pression of railway tracks. The 
charter will also provide that’ no 
franchise shall be granted for a sub- 
way running longitudinally under the 
streets in the district bounded by 
Main, Hill and Washington streets and 
Sunset boulevard.

A new vaudeville luminary of consid- 
erable candlepower blazed on the Or- 
pheum horizon yesterday. Her name is 
Marion Morgan, and while she herself 
does not appear on the stage, her 
brain throbs are evident in the 
dancing act she has staged.

JUSTICE’S LETTER.
